it was ſeen before the ſun riſing, on the 25th of November, at bx of the 
clock in the morning:Bur in what ſigh ſoever it ad 1ts begining or birth, 
it was obſerved to appeat in a ſign of every Triplicicy, which certainly 
denotes varieties of evils , diſtinguiſhed ſufficiently -in- my laſt years 
little book, to Which 1 referr'd che Readerztbut Whereas at appeared. moſt 
powerfully to us in Capricors and Aquaries, and more weakly in Piſſes; 
(and Aries the afſendant of England and France, where it was ſuppoſed 
to have been extinguiſhr) theretore thoſe places under Capricorn and A» 
qutarits will be fubje& ro the moſt woful effeAs; never the lefle, I fear 
thoſe places tinder Aries wil be ſubje& to aſfijRions » that will be 
bad enough , for though 1t appeared very weakly therein, yer It is pro 
bable enough , that it appeared 'very pewerful -and dreadlul in many 
other Countries under Ares, as wellas 1n Engl and, ar that time when 
we beheld it in Capricorn and *Hywarres., for Gomers -donot only ma. 
niſe? their effeRs in thoſe Countries, under the figns wherein they ap 
A 2? peared, 
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peared, bur alſo inthoſe Countries where they appeared moſt dread- 

Full and moit viiiblegand therefore it may be feared that the effe&s of 
this dreadful Comer, appercaines to many forreign Countries , and 
that God is preparing woes foi: many Nations, 1f not for molt nitions in 
the" World. And whereas the Tayl of this Comet was very long, and 
the time of its continuance alſo long, ic denotes the (trength and pow- 
er fulneſs of its operation (and by conſequence the more dreadfulnefſe 
of the efteRs)and the qurabilicy hereat abich will ſhortly be ſeconded, 
and the eff:Qs thereof continue), by rhe powerful operations of no leſs 
then three conjunions of Satwrne and Fubrter in the fiery ſign Leo; and 
as this Comer was (wift in motion, and run through many ſigns, ſo 1t 
may be feared that the influence thereof will (eem alſo by its effeRs to 
be \wift in motion, from one Countrey to an other ; and whereas the Star 
it ſelf (or Comets body) ſeemed to be very (mall, tht 1t ould not (firſt 
eſpeafily) be eafily diſerned, 2nd a very dreadful and vitble . fiream or 
Tayl iffued from ir, from hence it may (not groundleſlly ) be conjeRu- 
elf chat there will be many ſecret and cloſe conſpiraces and contrivan- 
ces in many Countries, out of which there will go very viſtble fireams 
of wrathfull furious wicked and treaterous ations, (or more plainly ſuch 
effeas from the violent breaking forth of ſome Plot or Plots) I have 
heard reports of other Comets that have been ſeen, but I have tot ſeen 
them my ſelf, but I received intelligence from a friend of mine that on 
Thurſday the 24 day of March 1681 about eleven of the clock at night, 
there were feen in their toivn by divers Perſons of good credit two 
dreadful Meteors,near the Moon , by their declaring the one in Yirgo,be- 
fore the Moon, the other in Scorpoo, folloiving the moon, Which Meteors 
much terrified & affrighted the ſpeatours. Comets and fiery Meteros 
are tokens of many hot and dry exhalations in the aire, which ſo dry up 
the humours in men, and increaſe choler that they are eafily Rirred up 
roquarrels, after which follows blows, warrs and bloudfhed, and conſe - 
quently alterations of Laws and Cuſtoms in many places.

of Febrwary about Eleveryar night: Which denotes croſſes, loſſes, 
and ſickneſs to happen to Saylors, Merchants, Scribes, Students, and 
many Noble men;and that many ſuch will be in danger of being oppref(- 
ed fome way by the wrath of Princes: It denotes ſome kind of hurt to 
the fruits of the Earth, and to Corn, and 1 doubr it will cauſe many diſ- 
cords amongſt men, and many diflempexVFfthe brain, 1f nor abſolute 
madneſs: It allſo denotes turbulant and;Pernitious winds, and much 
thunder, and lightning , and ſome more then ordinary flir about Reli- 
gion. Its effe&s will cheifly be manifeſt in the countries and places un- 
der Virgo, Piſſes, Sagittarina (and Gemun the aſcendant of Londoy) and
